It is of importance that every 
member of the union investigate 
his employer and ascertain as to 
his standing under the state com- 
pensation law. If he does not carry 
insurance you are not entitled to 
compensation when injured. Do 
not work for an employer who 
does not carry state insurance! 


With the assistance of Jack 
Reynolds, busine8s_ representative 
of the building trades council, we 
were successful in having a job at 
65th and San Pablo avenue, taken 
away from Burr and Sons, non- 
union painting contractors. Later 
on a church job in Berkeley was 
taken away from Burr and Sons 
also, The deplorable condition of 
the rigging and ladders was re- 
ported to the state accident com- 
mission. 

A movement is now under way 
to have several full-time accident 
inspectors placed in the bay area 
to check up on these unsafe lad- 
ders and stagings.

Heart Pneumonia 
Bill Approved 


The famous heart pneumonia 
bill which has been before three 
different ses- 
sions of the state 
legislature has 
just been ap 
proved by the 
senate by a vote 
of 27 to 0. The 

a bill passed both 
chambers of the state legislature in 
1937, but was vetoed by the gov- 
ernor. It passed the present legis- 
lature in the assembly by a vote 
of 62 to 2; but encountered oppo- 
sition in the senate committee be- 
cause of the fact that peace offi- 
cers were included within the pro- 
visions of the bill. It was the con- 
tention of the senators that police- 
men were not subject to condi- 
tions in their work that would re- 
sult in injuries to the heart or 
lungs. 


On April 14, a committee repre- 
senting the California state fire- 
men’s association and a committee 
representing the International Fire 
Fighters of California appeared be- 
fore the senate committee and ar- 
gued for the bill. However, upon 
being informed by members of the 
senate committee that the bill 
should be amended, the hearing 
was laid over to give the firemen 
a chance to amend their bill to ex- 
clude the peace officers and thus 
make it acceptable to the com- 
mittee. 


The International Fire Fighters’ 
Association of California with the 
able assistance of Edward Vande- 
leur of the California State Feder- 
ation of Labor then took hold of 
the situation and visited 37 out of 
the 39 senators and succeeded in 
arranging to have the bill amend- 
ed on the floor of the senate, which 
was accomplished through the as- 
sistance of Senator Bigger of Men- 
docino and Lake counties, and 
Senator Law of Imperial county, 
the vote being 27 to 0 in favor of 
the bill. This bill must now go 
back to the assembly for approval 
of the amendment but little trouble 
is expected. 

The passing of this bill will 
mean much to the firemen of Cal- 
ifornia in as much as their work 
exposing them as it does to noxious 
gases, smoke and atmospheres de- 
ficient in oxygen is particularly 
conducive to heart and lung in- 
juries and the provisions of the 
bill make it mandatory on the part 
of the assurer to make certain 
that the heart or lung injury was 
not incurred in the performance 
of the fireman’s duty. In the past 
the widow of a fireman, bowed 
down by grief and shock, never 
thought to protect any interest she 
might have until the evidence was 
several weeks old, and either 
buried six feet under the ground 
or cremated, and in as much as 
the assurer had no reason to as- 
certain the cause of death the 
usual procedure was that the 
widow was left without any pro- 
tection at the autopsy or the in- 
quest other than that furnished 
by law. 

The bill itself does not give the 
firemen any more rights than he

Sheffield village 
where all men from this local are 
employed will be in full swing 
within the next thirty days. This 
is the largest project in California 
at this time and consists of the 
erection of no less than 325 new 
homes, together with schools and 
stores. 


The five million dollar slum 
clearance project in Oakland will 
be started within the next few 
weeks.

Entitled to Collect 
Compensation, 

Andrews Decrees 


An employer who calls in hig 
employes for meetings and lec- 
tures must pay them for the time 
they listen, Elmer F. Andrews, 
wage-hour act administrator, ruled 
this week. 

Andrews also held that workers 
who are made idle when machin- 
ery breaks down, or who must wait 
on the job to be assigned for work, 
are entitled by the act to full pay 
for such periods. 


These are a few of the findings 
made by Andrews in a lengthy 
bulletin prepared as a guide to em- 


ployers and workers on how to 
figure “time worked” under the 
act.

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AFL Has “Lost Faith” in Labor 
Relations Board, Says Padway 


Tells Senate Committee the Board’s “Prejudice and 
Bias Against the American Fedration of Labor and 
Its Affiliates and in Favor of Its Rivals” Are 
Responsible for “This Loss of Confidence” 


The national labor relations board was strongly criticized for 


its maladministration of the nati 


onal labor relations act and its 


pro-ClO attitude by Joseph A. Padway, counsel for the Amer- 


ican Federation of Labor, in 


national labor relations act amendments proposed by 
—_—___—__ 


Mr. Padway who followed Will- 
iam Green, president of the federa- 
tion, said the A. F. of L. amend- 
ments deal “with appropriate unit 
for the purpose of collective bar- 
gaining, invalidation of contracts, 
procedure under the act, and with 
the abolition of the present board 
and the creation of a new board 
consisting of five members and 
called the federal labor board.” 
Five Member 
Board Demanded 

Taking up first the proposal to 
abolish the present three-member 
national labor relations board and 
substitute therefor a five-member 
board, Mr. Padway said: 

“It follows the method adopted 
by congress in abolishing the 
United States board of mediation 
and creating the national media- 
tion board; and in abolishing the 
first national labor relations board 


and creating the present board. 
“The amendment vacates the of- 
fices of the present incumbents 


and empowers the president to ap- 
point, by and with the advice of 
the senate, five new members, It 
provides for a continuation of the 
work of the present board by the 
new board. 
“The present 


personnel of the 


board, or so much thereof as is 
necessary, is taken over by the 
new board without, however, giv- 


ing to them civil service status so 
that the new board may make such 
changes in personnel as it deems 
proper. 
Present Board 
Condemned 

“The American Federation of 
Labor has lost faith in the present 
board. The basis of such loss of 
faith is summed up in the report 
of the executive council of the 
American Federation of Labor 
unanimously adopted by the 58th 
annual convention at Houston, 
Texas, last October, and which has 
been read to you by President 
Green.

“Action having been taken by 
the American Federation of Labor 
in convention, it became unneces- 
sary for the individual state fed- 
erations of labor, international 
unions, and central bodies to take 
separate action. Yet, from time to 
time some affiliates, smarting un- 
der the administration of the act 
by this board, have emphasized the 
action taken by the convention in 
making independent protest 
against the board.” 


Confidence in Board 
Lost by AFL 
“I present the foregoing to 
this committee to establish one 
outstanding fact. That is, that 
the American Federation of 
Labor and its affiliates have 
no confidence in the board as 
presently constituted, have no 
confidence in many of its agen- 
cies and personnel, and no 
longer respect the administra- 
tion of the act by this board. 

Whatever the reasons are, that 

situation being a fact, it seems 

to me that this board cannot 
function effectively. 

“This is not a case where the 
principles embodied in an act are 
distasteful to the group now seek- 
ing abolition of the board. On the 
contrary, the act was wholeheart- 
edly supported, and so was the 
board when first created. Since 
there is such determined resent- 
ment to the board, is it not reason- 
able to infer that something has 
happened which has brought about 


this loss of confidence and lack of} Breast Drill, 


respect for the administration of 
the act? 

“Although loss of confidence in 
the board and lack of respect for 
its administration, whatever the 
reasons may be therefor, are suffi- 
cient to warrant the adoption of 
our amendment, we will show that 
the prejudice and bias of the board 
against the American Federation 
of Labor and its affiliates and in 
favor of its rivals has brought 
about this loss of confidence and 
lack of respect as we discuss the 
various amendments proposed.”

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Business Makes Profit 


Federal Taxes Not “Murdering Incentive” 


Among many complaints voiced by speakers at the U. S. 
chamber of commerce convention, in Washington this week, 
was the declaration that federal taxes have “murdered incen- 
tive” by taking so much money from industry that business men 


are discouraged. 


Business trots out that alibi on all occasions to shift the 
blame for lack of recovery from private industry to the govern- 
ment. But it is sheer “bunk.” Here are some actual figures for 


1937, the last year covered by official reports: 


The total profits of eight big cement companies were $8,006,- 
385, and their total income taxes were only $875,079, or about 
10 cents on each dollar of profits. Incidentally, most of the 
cement industry’s profits were made on business provided by 


Uncle Sam. 


The 20 big oil companies made total profits of $643,970,479 
and paid total income taxes of $81,817,646, or only 12 cents out 


of each dollar. 


The six big sugar refiners had $11,756,895 total profits and 
paid $1,881,090 total income taxes, or 16 cents on each dollar. 


Other industries made similar reports of actual profits and 


tax figures. 


The ordinary citizen would grab at the chance to get mil- 
lions of dollars in profit and pay only from 10 to 16 cents of 
each dollar to Uncle Sam. But business men insist they are 


“discouraged” when asked to do so. 


Hundreds of Thousands of Jobless 
Paid Unemployment Benefits 


The current statement by the social security board regarding 
the volume of unemployment insurance paid out during Febru- 
ary is an instructive illustration of the benefits received by some 


of those who are forced into the unemployed army. 


During the month $34,713,715 were paid to unemployed 
insured workers by 49 state unemployment compensation agen- 
cies. This was an increase of $5,500,000 over the January total. 

About 850,000 workers were drawing benefits during the 
week ended February 25, and by the middle of March this num- 


ber had risen to more than 1,000,000.

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Wagner Asks 


For Health 
Insurance 


Senator Quotes Teddy 
Roosevelt’s Charge Nation 
Puts Pigs Before Humans 


A stirring plea for health insur- 
ance was voiced before the senate 
committee on labor and education 
this week by Senator “Bob” Wag- 
ner, sponsor of legislation for a 
federal-state program now before 
congress, 


The American people, he empha- 
sized, are already paying a stag- 
gering bill of $3,500,000,000 for serv- 
ices. 


“Their plea is,’ Wagner added, 
that the blessings of modern med- 
ical science be brought within the 
reach of all. They ask, as eloquently 
expressed at the recent national 
health conference, that ‘our goy- 
ernment take health from the list 
of luxuries, to be bought only by 
money, and add it to the list con- 
taining the inalienable rights of 
every citizen’.” 

Wagener recalled that back in the 
days of Theodore Roosevelt the lat- 
ter warned that “this nation can- 
not afford to 
world-wide battle now being waged 
by all civilized people with the 
microscopic foes of mankind, nor 
ought we longer ignore the re- 
proach that this government takes 
more pains to protect the lives of 
hogs and of cattle than of human 
beings.” 

American workers, Wagner said, 
are losing $1,000,000,000 a year as a 
result of illness, and should be pro- 
tected by the government against 
that hazard.

Nathan Straus, administrator of 
the United States housing author- 
ity, reports that 37 states now 
have codes of housing, and five 
other states are expected to follow 
suit during the spring. 

“Our annual report,” said Mr. 
Straus, “shows that the average 
net construction cost of dwellings 
for projects where main construc- 
tion contracts actually have been 


let is $2,830 per home, compared } 


with the building permit average 
for private construction of $3,800 
in the same localities. This means 
that the USHA net construction 
costs per family unit are averag- 
ing about $1,000 less than the net 
construction cost of private build- 
ing at the same time in the same 
localities. 

“Moreover, every home built 
under the USHA program is built 
by labor paid the prevailing wages 
and is constructed to have a use- 
ful life of sixty years. This durable 
construction is more economical in 
the long run. 

“The act prescribes limits of 
$1,000 on the dwelling facilities 
cost per room and $4,000 per dwell- 
ing unit in cities under 500,000 and 
limits of $1,250 per room and $5,000 
per dwelling unit in the larger 
cities, 

“In those cities where the stat- 
utory limitation on dwelling facil- 
ities cost is $1,000 per room and 
$4,000 per dwelling unit, the aver- 
age dwelling facilities cost of 
projects under our program was 
$828 and $3,333, respectively. In the 
cities where the limits are $1,250 
per room and $5,000 per dwelling 
unit, the average dwelling facili- 
ties cost on USHA-aided projects 
is $940 and $3754, respectively.”

CLOSED SHOP RULING IS 
AMENDED: It is good to note— 

That the honest wrath of faith- 
ful labor leaders, brought on by 
recent anti-labor court decisions, 
can produce results, as was dem- 
onstrated in San Francisco last 
week. Justice Nourse, presiding 
over the state district court of ap- 
peals, greatly altered his previous 
ruling—which declared the closed 
shop illegal—by issuing a memor- 
andum, written to clarify previous 
misinterpretations (so called). In 
effect the amendment states “The 
closed shop union contract still is 
valid in California so long as it 
does not involve the discharge of 
employes who were not union 
members at the time the contract 
was consumated.” Justice Nourse 
said the court “did not hold, and 
there is nothing in the labor code 
which would call for a holding, 
that a contract between an em- 
ployer and a labor union would be 
illegal if the employer agreed to 
employ union men only.” That this 
amendment will greatly relieve the 
tension is undoubted. However, let 
all labor be warned; The fight to 
gain our just rights according to 
democratic principles have borne 
fruit. Don’t stop watering the tree 
now. The fruit is still green. Keep 
up the work, the cultivating! Keep 
using your smudge pots lest false 
propaganda spread by anti-labor 
groups fog the issues and the pub- 
lic. For a complete victory we 
must encourage our Sacramento 
representatives to fight harder 
than ever to pass the Williamson 
bill which will alter section 921-2-3 
in the labor code to conform with 
the original intent these sections 
were meant to convey. 


That building contracts have sky- 
rocketed during the past several 
months on the west coast and show 
a substantial gain all over the 
country, according to reports by 
the Alexander Hamilton institute, 
the chamber of commerce and the 
U. S. labor department. 

That the A. F. L. is gaining 
strong footholds in the automobile, 
the textile, the mining and the gar- 
ment industries, as well as on the 
nation’s waterfronts. That the AFL 
organizational drive, financed by a 
one cent per capita tax, is grad- 
ually and effectively routing the 
CIO is certain. Once again, I say, 
my sympathies are with the 
worker. There is no problem, of 
this type, so complex, that honest, 
fair dealing, unselfish men can’t 
overcome it. Let’s get together. 
Let’s put our efforts together to 
overcome those common foes of
